Mr. Malfour Said Lord Roberts’ 


Work Cuu-red the Troubie. 


Rapid 


London, June 29.—The exposures 
regarding the hospitals in South 
Africa, which began with a three- 
column letter in The Times Monday 
from Mr, W. A. Burdett-Coutts, Con-

He then 
proceeded to read extracts from cor— 
respondents with Lord Roberts on 
the subject, in which the British 
Commander-in-Chief in South Africa, 
dwelt on the difliculties of transpor- 
tation owing to his rapid advance. 
He could quite understand that peo- 
ple imperfectly experienced in these 
matters ~ were concerned at hearing 
of the hardships the sick ahd wound- 
ed had to undergo.

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CANADA. 

Ths Dominion of Canada is now 
‘thirty-three years old. The confeder- 
ation system has been on trial for a 
third of a century — a generation. 
The proclamation for carrying into ef- 
fect the Apt of the Imperial govern- 
ment for uniting the provinces of Can- 
ada, Noya Scotia and New Brunswick 
into one Dominion under vbe name o* 
Canada was given by Her Majesty at 
Windsor Castle on the 22nd of Muy. 
1867, declaring that on and after the 
first day of July, 1867, ths sud -pro- 
vinces shill form and be one Dominion, 
ander the name of Canada. Hence 
(Canadians celebrate July 1st 315 Do- 
min:on Day. 

Canada was conquered by the Brit- 
ish from the French in 1759, and 
formally ceded by France to Britan 
im 1763. Its boundaries then extend- 
ed much farther southward than at 
present, but not so far to the north 
and west. In 1774 the adminstra- 
thon of tha affairs of Canada was en- 
trusted to a Council appo‘nted by the 
Crown; but in 1791 Canada was divid- 
ed into two provinces, to each o- which 
ve institut ‘ons were grant- 
ed. The system did not work smooth- 
ly. Buch province had a separate sys- 
a 


tem of goyernment, consisting of 
Governor; an Executive Council ap- 
pointed by the Grown, supposed in 
somes way to resemble the Privy Coun- 
cil of ths mot a legs- 
lative “counc), the members of which 
ate appointed by Crown for life, and 
a representative assembly, the mem- 
bers of which were elected for four 

s. Justin McCarthy says that 
qwhen the two provinces were divided 
in 1791, the intention was that they 
should remain distinct in fact as well 
as in names. It was hoped that Loy 
Canada would remain altogether 
French, and Upper Canada ~ would. 
be exclusively English. Then it was 
thought that ¢ might be govern- 
ed on their separate syslems as 5e- 
curely and with as little trouble as 
ihs Mauritius and Malta. Those who 
formed such an idea do not seem to 
have taken any counsel with geograp- 
pky. The one fact that Upper Can- 
eda had no communication with 
Europe, except through Lower Can- 
ada, gr through the United States 
ought to have settled the question at 
once. 

There was dissatisfaction in both 
provinces. The Representative As- 
sembly Si Lower Canada took to stop- 
ping th= supplies, and the grievances 
culminated in open rebellion in both 
provinces. In 1840 an Act was pass- 
ed by the Imperial parliament for the 
reunion of the two provinces, In 
discuseng the policy adopted in 1791 
by the Home government, Mr. Pox 
said; “I am convinced that the only 
means of retaining distant colonies 
with advantage is to enable them to 
govern themselves,” but thit prin- 
ciple was noi recogn’zed in practice 
until fifty years hid passed away. 

The union of the two proy:ncea 
lasted from 1841 to 1867, and it did 
not operate satisfactorily. As Hon. 
George Brown said in one of his 
speeches, ‘‘We in Upper Canada have 
complained that though we paid in- 
to {h> public treasury more than three- 
fourths of the whole revenue, we had 
Jess contro] over the system of taxa- 
tion and the expenditure of public 
money than the people of Lower Can- 
ada. Hereafter, they who pay will 
spend, and they who spend more than 
they ought to will haye to bear the 
brunt.”

to name the 


“father” of Confederation, R. J. 
Uniacke about the year 1800 recom- 
mended a colonia] union to the Im- 
perial authorities. “Chief Justice 


Sewell, of Quebec, wrote a letter to 
the Duke of Kent in 1814, recommend- 
ing such a plan. In 1 Sir John 
Beverley Robinson, at the request of 
ths Colonial Off'ce, submitted a scheme 
of the same nature, In 1825, Robert 
Gourlay, writing from London, laid 
down the principles upon which con- 
federation was effected in 1¢67/ In 
1838, Lord Durham proposed that the 
proyintes of Canada should be reun't- 
ed politically ; his report also recom- 
mended that in any Act to be in- 
troduced for this purpose a provigion 


Saniee made by which any or all 
of the other North American 
colonies should, on the application of 
their leg slavures, and with the con- 
sent of Canada, be admitted into the 
Canadian Union, The first legislative 
step toward a federal union was mide 
by the parliament of Nova otia in 
1861. Delegates from the legislatures: 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edjyard Island met at Chuir- 
lottetown in 1861 to confer respecting: 
a union of the Manitime provinces. 
Delegates from Canada uttended this 
convention. Another, on a W; der 
basis, was summoned to meet at Que- 
bee in October, 186A. 

There resolutions on Confederat on 
were adopied for submisson to the 
legislatures of the several provinces, 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward 
Island could not ugres with the terms 
approved by tha other provinces, there- 
fore the confederation of 1867 nelud= 
ed only Upper Canada, Lower Can- 
ada, New Brunswick and Nova Scotin. 

During th» thirty-three years which 


have elapsed since the first Dominion 
Manitoba and the Northwest 
British Columbia ‘and 
Prince Edward Island have come in, 
the boundaries of Canada have besn 
extended to include Labrador and the 
Arctic xeg ons, and events are shap- 
ing to round off the Dom’n’on by the 
admission of Newfoundland. 

The adoption of the B. N, A. Act 
of 1867 did not bring abouta politi- 
cal millenn‘um, but the scheme then 
inaugurated has worked well enough 
to give a safe guarantee for its per- 
manence. The Dominion of Cinada 
has an assured place on the mip of 
the world, and the experience gain- 
ed by this country during the last 
thirty-three years will be a guide to 
the colonists in Austmlia, South Af- 
yica and oihar British possessions. 
Tha men*avho helped to make a united 
Canada are passing away, but . they, 
liave left worthy successors, who are 
in good faith and with consummate 
ability guiding the destinies -and 
guarding the interests of our fair 
Demin‘on.

Ottawa, June 28 —The Postmaster- 
General, who is rapidly winning 
laurels for the Government by, his ex- 
cellent labor legislation, terday 
merning introduced his conciliation 
bill, as it is brieNy termed, and lu- 
cidly explained its purport. 

To Prevent Strikes, 


Hon. Mr. Mulock introduced his 
Conciliation Act and said that the 
bill proposed by the aid of concilia- 
tors to promote the settlement of 
trade disputes, and the differences 
that might arise between employers 
and employed. The bill would help 
to prevent strikes and lockouts. It 
was intended to establish a depart- 
inent of labor. It would be the duty 
of this department to gather labor 
information for the purpose of publi- 
cation. A monthly gazette would be 
published by this branch in public ser= 
vice. It would fill a similar position 
to the reports of the Minister of Ag- 
riculture and of the Department _ of 
Trade and Commerce. There was no- 
thing new about the machinery of the 
act, as it was on the same lines 
as the Conciliation bill of England.

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TA HORRIFYING TALE 


Burning of the North German 
Lloyd Company’s Docks. 


LOSS OF LIFE WAS VERY GREAT, 


Estimated That 200 or Over Were Vio: 
tims to tho Flames, undeThat the Pro- 
perty Damage Lxcceded 810, 000,= 
000 — Distrossing Heart 
{tending Scdues That Mado 
Strong Men Weep. 


New York, July 3.—Almost §10,- 
000,000 worth of property was de 
stroyed, many lives were lost, many 
persons were injured, and at least 1,- 
500 lives were imperilled by fire that 
started among cotton bales, stored 
on pier No, 8 of the North German 
Lloyds Steamship Company in Ho- 
boken, at 4 o'clock on Saturday af- 
ternoon. In less than 15 minutes the 
flames covered an area a quarter of 
a mile long, cxtending outward from 
the actual shore line to the bulkheads 
from 600 to 1,000 feet away, and had 
caught three great ocean liners and a 
dozen or more smaller harbor craft in 
its grasp. 

Those who gathered along the 
shores of the Wudson River to wit- 
ness the great conflagration, saw a 
spectacle that they can never forget, 
and one that will always have a con- 
spicuous place in the history of New 
York. 

Fire in a bale of cotton on Pier 8, 
the most southerly of the four pliers 
belonging to the North German Lloyd 
Line, started the conflagration. It 
was a few minutes after 4 o'clock 
when O. L. Spengler, an employe of 
the transportation company which 
handles the baggage at the North 
Gernian Lloyd piers, walked into his 
company’s office. to count up and “to 
carry away the money which was 
there. Looking down the plier as he 
entered’ the office he saw a bale of 
cotton ablaze. 

By 7 o'clock the three plers of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Com— 
pany had been burned to the ground. 

The southern end of the Campbell 
Storage Company building, consisting 
of five five-story structures, caught 
fire and flames shot out from every 
window from the two floors in a few 
minutes. The buildings, being filled 
mainly with jute and whiskey, made 
good food for the fire. The fire was 
so hot that the firemen were usable 
fo go within fighting distance, and 
tAe flames had pretty much their own 
Way therp. 


and 


sour Worth German Lloyd liners 
were lying at the piers. No ship was’ 
at! efther side of the pier on which 
the fire started. On the south side 
of Pier 2 lay the Sadle. On the op— 
posite side of that pier the Bremen 
was tied up, and on the south side 
of Pier 1 lay the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse. On the north side of Pier 1 
lay the Main, a brand-new ship 
which had crossed the ocean only 


twice. As soon as it was seen that 
@ conflagration was threatened the 
attention of all the enployes of the 


line was turned to saving. the ships. 
The stream immediately im front of 
th erunning piers soon swarmed with 
tugs. The Kaiser was the first to 
connect with its tugs, but after they 
had made fast to her sterm her great 
steel hawsers were still holding her 
to the pier, Already the heat made it 
impossible for men to handle those 
hawsers and cast them loese from 
the mooring posts. 

“Chop the hawsers in two!” yelled 
some one in the crowd. 

It wasithe work of only. a, moment 
to bring axes, and stout arms began 
hacking away at the steel ropes. 
One efter: amother the hawsers snap— 
ed in two, and slowWly the great liner 
moved out into the stream. Before 
she was clear of the pier, however, 
it was seen that her starboard bow 
was afire. The crew immediately got 
to work on that part of the vessel, 
and by the time she was- well out 
in the stream the fire was-~practical- 
ly out. 2 

While the crew of the Kaiser Wil- 
helm der Grosse was at work on her 
the crews-of the Saale, the Bremen 
and the Main were doing their best 
to save those ships. The Saale was 
the next of the four to get out into 
the river. As she swung clear of 
the pies she was. a mass.of flame 
and smoke. She was afire from stem 
to stern. Persons afloat and ashore 
heard heartrending cries from the men 
aboard. Suddenly heads. were seen at 
portholes on the port side and then 
brawny arms were waving frantically 
out of the same holes. As the first 
head appeared a man. on a lighter 
near Pier 2 yelled: 

“For God's sake, somebody go to 
the Saale! A lot of the crew are down 
in_ the hold.” 

Tugs ran up as. close to the burn- 
ing vessel as they could and pikes 
Were made fast to some of the port- 
holes, Desperate attempts were 
made by those at the portholes to 
get a firm hold on the pikes, but it is 
feared that many who were in the 
Saule’s hold when she swung clear 
Were burned to death. 

The Bremen’s hawser had to be 
chopped before she could swing loose. 
Once free, she moved out into the 
stream and was towed over towards 
the New York shore about opposite 
Desbrosses street. The fire boats, 
finding they could do nothing to save 
the Saale, abandoned her and ran up 
alongside the Bremen. Their streams 
had been playing upon the Bremen 
only q short time before it was ob- 
vious that the water was getting the 
better of the fire. 


But by the time any one thought to 
ask after the fate of the Main she 
Was beyond the possibility of sav- 
ing. As has been said, she was on 
the north side of Pier 1, the most 
northern of the North German Lloyd 
pliers. She was fitted with what are 
known as sunsails. As the flames 
swept northsyard from one pier to 
another they found fair fuel {n these 
pieces of canvas, and before any one 
realized it the ship was afire from 
stem to stern. So quickly did the 
flames catch and hold her that no at- 
tempt wus made to save her. Moored 
to her pier she lay and burned to the 
water's edge. 

Among the dead are a number of 
officers. The body of Capt. Mirow of 
the Sanle Has been found, burned so 
ag to be unrecognizable.

The men on the wrecking boats 
wept and sold like children. They 
thought of their own wives and fam- 
ilies at home, None of them had ever 
been present at so awlul ao sight. 

From a very reliable source, it was 
jlearned that the officers of the Saale 
had_necounted for 111 persons, out of 
a total of 252, who were on board at 
the outbreak of the fire.

STILL FINDING THE DEAD, 


Other Facts Which Show the Appalling 
Loss of Life, 


New York, July 8.—The partially 
submerged hulks of the huge North 
German Ligyd steamers Saale, Brem- 
en and Main lie smoking in the upper 
bay and North River, apparently 
thoroughly wrecked. These German 
merchantmen hold many dead men 
withis their fron sides. A police pa- 
trol forbids: near approach to the 
sunken steamers, and warns off the 
curious Who hover about in row 
boats. Bleven charred bodies now in 
the New York morgue were taken 
froin the deck of the Saale, and div- 
ers are exjsected te bring up scores. 
Charred legs, sections of planking 
from half barbed scows and lighters 
and other wreckage are drifting 
about the upper amd Iower bays, 
compelling steamers to pick their 
Way with caution, te save their 
screws and paddles. 

Dead Neurly All Emwplese<. 

It is not yet possible to state ac- 
curately the number of dead, but the 
first reports of the fire, which repre- 
sented the steamerSand the piers as 


contaming many WiSitors and pros- 
pective passengers; are not borned 
out by investigation, and it seems 


likely that nearly all: of the victims 
of the disaster wera employed in 
some capacity by the-steamship eom— 
pany. However, the:loss of life is 


appalling. 
Forty lodies Retovered. 

Forty bodies have been recovered, 
hundreds are missing,. and) no esti— 
mate of the number of dead now 
falls below 200. Of many of the 
dead no trace will ever be found, 
their bodies having been reduced to 
ashes in the furnaces. Nearly all of 


homes in Germany, and news of the 
disaster will carry sorrow to many 
a fireside fn the Fatherland! No miss— 
ing, except thoSe employed’ about the 
steamers, have been reported to the 
police or to the company. 

Most of the estimates of loss do 
not fall below $10,000,0000.  Insur- 
ance men are rejoicing. over the fact 
that the risks on the ‘steamers were 
placed abroad. 

Stay Have Been a Pipe

SAM ‘M’GINNIS FOUND DEAD IN 
THE BARN SUNDAY MORNING.

Ill-health Supposed to Haye Led to 

the Rash Act—An Inquest not Con- 
sidered Necessary. 


Samuél MeGinnis, a well-known far- 
mer residing with) his brothers David 
and Richard on lot 21, con. 11, Ops, 
on the Tmily boundary, was found 
dead in’ the barn yesterday morning 
at 6 o'clock. Indications went to show, 
thot it was clearly o case of guicide. 

Probably every man in the township, 
and nearly everyone in town, was oc- 
quainted with deceased, who was gen- 
erplly spoken of as “big Sam McGin- 
nis.” He was an industrious, hard- 
working man, bat addicted for many 
years to perlodieal drinking bouts, 
Mhe farm of 260 acres worked by the 
brothers is kept in model shape, and 
is said to be one of the best, tilled farma 
in the township. [he deceased had 
fbeen in poor health! for the past year, 
and had not visited Lindsay since last 
October. Of late he had been unable to 
work owing to a bad attack of rheu- 
matism, and having always been a very 
healthy and active man his enforced, 
idleness and unaccustomed suffering 
preyed upon his spirits and rendered 
him gloomy and discontented, b 
actions gave no indication of 
resolve to end his troubles in r 
A manner. 

On Friday, owing to the heat, he 
spent the day in the barn, and slept 
there that night. Saturday he also 
spent: in the barn, and did nof return 
to the house for supper, but the family 
heard him walking about the kitchen 
some time during the night, and sup-

eat. Next morning Richard and Dayid 
arose early as usual to feed the stock, 
and on entering the barn found their 
brother cold in death Paris green 
scattered upon the floor and staining 
his thick beard left no doubt as to 
the means the onfonlunate man had 
taken to end his life. 

Dr. Poole, coroner for the county, 
qwas notified, but concluded that an 
inquest was unnecessary.

Plumer at Lobotsi. 

Many frieids if Lindsay and | 
thoughsut ihe county will read With 
pleasure he following letter received 
the other day from Mr. Jas. N. 
Moffatt, formerly teacher near Beth- 
any, whose parents reside near Val- 
entia, Fte. Moffatt evidenlly took 
part in the relief of Mafeking, and 
his next letter will likely contain 
some interesting particulars of the 
brilliant part taken by the Canadians 
on that eventful occasion. 


Pitsani, May 15th, 199. 

Although we have been nearly two 
monihs in South Africa, we have not 
yet come in contact with the Boers, 
but expect an engagement to-morrow 
or the.next day. (his camp is about 
twelve miles from Mafeking, which 
place we hope to help to relieve. 

We haye done considerable travell- 
ing through the country, marching 
north from Cape Town to Stellenboxh 
From that place we expected to go to 
Bloemfontein to join Lord Roberts 
force, ‘but instead received orders to 
march back to Cape Town, where we 
embayked on the S.S. Columbian for 
Biera, a port in 

Portuguese East Africa. 

ft took us seyen days to make that 
port. Here we took cars for Bamboo 
Creek. We travelled on whit is Inown 
as the Biera railway, a narrow-guage 
aoad. One car was uncomfortably 
crowded with 14 men. At Bamboo 
| Creek we changed again to a@ wider 
toad and travelled by rail to Camp 
Marsndelas, in Rhodesia, near Port 
Salisbury. 

After isvyo days’ rest here we again 
set out for Bulawayo. Prom Maran- 
dellas to Bulawayo is a distance of 
-300 miles, which we covered in six days 
in stage coaches. Each conch iccom- 
modated about 16 men inside and on 
the fop, and each load consisted partly, 
of Canadian artillerymen and partly 
of Queensland Bushmen, who acted 
as our escort, [he coaches and guns 
were drawn by mules and oxen, our 
horses and one section of the battery 
being 

Left Behind at Mhrandellag, 
but they are now. en their way, here. 
On Wednesday, the 8th inst. we again 
took train at Bulawayo und travelled 
about 400 miles ‘to a point near 
Lobotsi, about 90 miles from Mafeking. 
As the milroad is not open now fur- 
ther than this point we had again 
to resort to mules and oxen, doing our 
travelling principally by night. 

At daylight yesterday morning we 
arrived at Col. Plummer’s camp, about 
40 miles from Mafeking. Here wa 
were warmly welcomed by his force, 
who have been waiting months for 
guns. By noon on the same day we 
were again on the road, accompanied 
by the principal part of Plammer's 
men, and this morning we reached 
this point where we were joined hy 
another relief force, so that we are 
now about 2,000 strong and expect 

To Move on To-morrow; Monrning. 

This letter might probably reach 
you sooner if IT waited until we reach- 
ed Mafeking, but as- there is a mail 
leaving camp to-night [ thought I 
would take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. Our men are nearly all well; 
a few were left behind at Marandellas 
and Bulawayo with fever. We areal) 
anxious {o play a part in the relief 
of Mbfeking. The weather is uncom- 
forlably hot during the day and cold 
nt night.

Want More Stone Crushed. 

A deputation from Bist Ops, con- 
sisting of Messrs. Thos.

London, July 7.—Thirty Canadian 
invalids from Sout) Africa, who haye 
been in Inylish hospitals :nder treat= 
ment for wounds and disease, sailed 
yesterday by the steamship larisian 
for Canada. They were all fiad to 
set sail for their native land. 

Pte. A. H. Taylor of the 2rd Ot- 
tawa and Carleton Rifles, one cf the 
party, in an interview, speaking for 
his comrades, declared that a whole 
sale exaggeration had been mid 
referenco to the supposed tf 
scandal in South Africa. Pte. Taylor 
then referred the interviewer to his 
comrades for confirmation of 
his statement, and in conversation 
with several of them confirmatory re- 
plies were given. 

Another one of the party, however, 
when interviewed, declared that the 
patients were robbed by dirty, un- 
principled orderlies, acting as nurses. 
Another said that he had been robbed 
of curios, money and khaki uniform. 
He also saw _ enteric fever patients 
frung fron) stretchers in which they 
weré conlined and left for hours ab- 
solutely unattended. 

Of 1,150 Canadians who arrived at 
Cape TVown with the first contingent, 
only 350 remain on active service. 
The majority of the remaining 800 
had been stricken with enteric fever, 
This was due to drinking the putrid 
water at Paardeberg, -vhere they 
foucht so brilliantly. 

At Standerton, on July 5, the 
Strathcona’s Horse gave a brilliant 
account of themselves. In the fight- 
ing at Vinklaagte they killed five of 
the enemy and captured a number of 
horses.

Hanbury-Tracy replied 
that he held Rustenburg for her Ma- 
jesty’s Government and intended to 
continue to occupy it. The enemy 
then opened fire with artillery and 
tried to take the heights command- 
ing the town but did not succeed, 
owing to the good arrangements 
made by Hanbury-Tracy and his offi- 
cers. Eventually they were driven 
off with the sssistance of Holds- 
worth and his Hussars, who made a 
rapid march of 48 miles from the 
neighborhood of Zeerust, with the 
Bushmen under Gol. Airie on hearing 
Rustenburg was likely to be threat- 
ened.

Our casual- 
ties were two men killed and one 
officer and three men wounded."* 

Startling Developments Expected. 

Cape Town, July 10.—It is report- 
ed here that President Kruger's re- 
tention of large amounts of gold at 
Machadodorp has created the utmost 
discontent among the officers and 
men.

The nanies 
of 35 mills in the Dominion at present 
engaged in the production of ground 
pulp are given in the pamphlet in 
question. Their daily output makes 
on aggregate of 1,100 tons, and they 
bepresent a capital of from $15,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000.

CHEAPNESS PROMOTES CON-

In explaining his Post-office esti-

formally do away with that system in 
this neighborhood, it does co prac- 
tically. It is probable that similar ac- 
tion will be taken jin all the boroughs 
of the city. M@he vertical handwrit- 
ing, s0 fa as our public schools are 
koncerned, will soon be a thing of 
the past. 

Bw, people, except professional edu- 
fators or parents who have had oc- 
casion to scan the handbyriting books 
which their children have ‘brought 
home from school, know, what the sys- 
tem of vertical handnyriting is. It has 
been well described as the formation 
of letters as if the idea of the writer 
wes to mike each letter fill out as 
nearly as possible the sides of an im- 
aginary square. ‘This, when it is done, 
with neatness, gives the lelters the 
appearance of print. Such writing is, 
however, so eccentric and peculiar that 
it is greatly disliked by business men, 
end students from gur schools who 
have been trained in this style have 
had to unlearn it and adopt the hand- 
writing with the old-fashioned slant 
to the right if they desired to retain 
their position in business houses. ‘The 
test of experience showed that il was 
good enough in libraries and im cer- 
fain distinct classes of professional oc- 
fupation, but not in commercial life 
and for general use. A further diffi- 
culty was that the yertical system 
was slow in execution. It is said that 
ths average pupil using the slant sys- 
tem, can write forty-five words a min- 
ute to» the vertical writing pupil's 
thirty words.

Opposition’s Charges Against the 
Minister Utterly Fail. 


MAJORITY REPORT ADOPTED. 


Mr, Meloourt’s Alle Presentation of the 


Report of the Mujority of the Inves- 
Monk's 
Argument—Sir, Massell and Mr, 
Britton Answer 
=The Vote. 


Ottawa, July 6.—After devoting 
the whole day yesterday to the dis- 
cussion of the report of the Select 
Committee on Jimergency Rations, 
the House divided at midnight, and, 
by o majority of 23, Mr, Monk's 
amendment, substituting the minori- 
ty report for that of the committee, 
was voted down. The report of the 
committees was adopted upon ao sec- 
ond division by a majority of 14, af- 
ter ah amendmont offered by Mr. 
Bourassa, disapproving the purchase 
of the food as unnecessary, was rul- 
ed out of order, 

Mr, Belcourt. 

Mr. 3elcourt moved the adoption 
of the report of ihe Muwerygenry Ka- 
tions Committee. He refuted the ac 
cusations that he had played the dos- 
pot os chairman of tha committee. 
The prosecution showed its inability 
to make out a case. The committee 
would have been nothing more than 
an advertising medium for certain 
goods had he not kept the inquiry 
within reasonable grounds, He justi- 
fied his rulings os chairmman. He 
summarized the evidence taken by the 
cominittes, His whole argumnet was 
that Hon. Dr. Borden had nothing 
to do with the emergency rations 
other than to recommend the sending 
of the food tested ut Jcinzston. All 
the responsib{lity was laid upon Col. 
Netlson, Director-General of Medical 
Affairs, The letter written by Hatch, 
complaining of the food, he declared 
was foundationless. The food pur- 
chased was similar to that tested so 
successfully at Kingston. We charac- 
terized the minority report as false, 
unfair and deliberately malicious. 
The charges against the Minister of 
Militia had wholly failed; they had 
been brought without reflection, and 
plainly without investigation and 
without a proper conception of sense 
of responsibility or of the duty 
which one citizen owed to another, 
or which a member of the House 
owed to a Minister of the Crown. 
They were actuated by nothing else 
but a morbid desire to throw mud 
of some kind at members of the 
Government. The general elections 
are approaching, and hon. gentlemen 
of the Opposition benches were sesk- 
ing some scandal to fasten on the 
Government; but they had utterly 
failed and would have to try again. 
So far as the emergency food was 
concerned they had utterly failed, as 
the electorate had made up its mind 
as to the worthlessness of the 
charges against the Minister of Mili- 
tia.

New York, July 4—One hundred 
and two bodies had been recovered 
from the waters of the North River 
up to 10 o'clock last night, this bo- 
ing the list of fatalities positively 
known. The list is growing hour by 
hour, and to-day when the tide is at 
its lowest, it is expected that a 
great many more bodies will be re- 
covered, 

All day long yesterday the work 
of searching the ruins was kept up 
incessantly.

Juan has sent an army along the route 
of the Grand Canal. Nankin is on the 
south bank of a riyer nearly a mile wide. 
The British cruisers Hermione and Piquer 
will assist in repelling attempts to 
ercss. Six Chinese cruisers are there 
and 17,000 Chinese troops are at tne 
disposa] of the Viceroy Liu Kunyl. The 
forts mount 34 high power modern guns, 
The foreigners In Shanghai are becoming 
uneasy. Everything depends, they feel, 
upon Viceroy Liu Kunyl. 
Only Five Foreigners Killed. 

Refugees from Tien Tsin arriving at 
Shanghal, say that only tlye clvilfan for 
Gigners were Killed during the long Cbin- 
ese bombardment. The foreign women be 
came so indifferent that they walked thro 
the streets, unheeding the shells, Most of 
the civillans were deported to Taku,thence 
to be conveyed to Shanghal. 

Legations Receiving Provisions. 

The courler mentioned in Consul War- 
Ten's despatch giyes a strange picture, 
says The Daily Mall's Shanghal corres- 
pondent, of how life jostles death in Pekin, 
Business apparently goes on as usual. ‘The 
shops and theatres are open, aud the 
streets are full of people. No Imperial 
troops, except those of Gen, Tung Fuh 
Sinng, took part in (he fighting They uid 
more looting. The courfer even asserts 
Positively that provisions-are belng sup- 
plied to the legations, but by whom he 
does not say. The Boxers and Gen. Tung 
Fuh Slang do not get along well. The 
Boxers assert that they do all the fight- 
ing, and-the latter all the looting, and 
nothing else. 

Gen. Kwang Shi Kal, Gevernor of Shan- 
tung, a correspondent of The Dally Mall 
avers. predicts that by July 11 the Hoxers 
will disband, and negotiations will begta 
for pence. Neyertheless, clrenmstantlal 
rumors of dark things to come are in cir 
culation, 


A REASSURING MESSAGE. 


Pekin Carrier Brincs News that Foreien-_ 
ers Huve Fvod and Ammunition, 


London, July 7.—(9.15 p.m.)—The Foreign 
Office has issued the text of a telegram 
from Acting-Consul Warren, at Shanghal, 
confirming, from a thoroly trustworthy 
source tho news recelyed by courler from 
Pekin, July 8, by way of Shanghal, to th> 
London office of the Mmspectorate of Chin. 
ese Maritime Customs,saying that two lega- 
tions were, the day the courier left, holding 
Out agalnst the troops and Boxers, and the 
troops bad lost 2000 men and the Boxers 
many leaders. Mr. Warren adds that the 
messenger says the troops were: much dis- 
heartened by thelr losses, and that the Box- 
ers claim that mystle powers haye been 
broken by the foreigners, and that they 
dare hot approach the lezatlons.

London, July 7—(2.40 a. m.j— 
Phe Russian Government announces 
that it will give Japan a free hand 
to apply military force in Cbina. 
The terms of this consent are sum- 
marized in the subjoined despatch 
from St. Tetersburg, under date 
July 6: In reply to an mquiry from 
the’ Japanese Cabinet regarding the 
despatch of Japanese troops to Chi- 
na to render aid to the foreigners in

TWO OF THE GUNS CAPTURED. 


Other Actions—Doer Forces Defented by 
Smith-Dorrion and Buller—Boers Con~ 
tinue to Surrender Their Arms !n 
the Heidelberg District — Six 
Strathconas Unuacconnted for 
and Probably Cajtured. 


London, -July 18.—Lord Roberts 
reports to the War Office. under date 
of Pretoria, July 12, as follows: 

“The enemy having failed in their 
attack upon our right rear, as men- 
tioned in my telegram of Tuy 9, 


Tight flank yesterday, and, I regret 
to say, succeeded in capturing Ni- 
tral’s Nek, which was garrisoned by 
@ squadron of the Scots Greys with 
two guns of a battery of the Royal 


Artillery and five companies of the 
Lincolnshire Regiment. The enemy 
attacked in superior numbers at 


dawn, and seizing the hill command- 
ing the Nek brought a heavy gun fire 
to bear upon the small garrison. 
Nitral’s Nek is about 18 miles from 
bere, near where the road crosses 
the Crocodile River. It was held by 


us in order to maintain road and 
telezraphic, communication with 
Rustenburg. 


“The fighting lasted more or less 
throughout the day, and immediate 
ly on receiving information early 
this morning of the enemy's strength, 
I despatched reinforcements from 
here under Col. Godfrey of the King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers. Before, 
however, they reached the spot, the 
garrison had been overpowered and 
the guns and a greater portion of 
the squadron of Greys had been cap- 
tured, owing to the horses being 
shot; also about 90 men of the Lin- 
coln regiment. 

“A list of the casualties has not 


been received, but I fear they are 
heavy. Simultaneously an attack 
was made on our outposts, near 


Durdepoort, north of the town in 
which the 7th Dragoons were engag- 
ed. The regiment was handled with 
considerable skill by Lieut.-Col. Low 
and kept the enemy in check until 
they retired on their supports and 
would probably have suffered but 
slight loss had not our troops Wis- 
taken seme Boers in the bushes for 
our men. 

“Smith-Dorrien had a successful en- 
gagement, with the enemy yesterday, 
near Krugersdorp, and inflicted 
heavy loss on them. 

“Buller reports that the Boers who 
were destroying his line of railway 
near Paardekraal were driven off 
yesterday after a short action.

Two guns 
under the escort of the Scots Greys 
placed in advance of the main body 
were captured after o stout resist- 
ance,

HORRIBLE DOUGLE TRAGEDY, 


James Swick Kills His Wife and Then 


Commits Suicide. 


Cayuga, Ont., July 16.—The people 
of this community were startled on 
Saturday morging when they neard of 
the horrible death of James Swick 
and his wife, an old couple about 70 
years of age. The old man Grst kill- 
ed his wife and then put an end to 
his own existence. The scene of the 
tragedy is ot a farm house in East 
Seneca, about four miles from the 
lage of Canfield and ten miles from 
Cayuga. 

On Friday at noon their son Har- 
yey went to the field to cut wheat, 
leaving the old couple alone in the 
house. When he returned at night a 
dreadful spectacle was presented to 
him, The mother was lying dead 
with her head horribly bruised, ap- 
parently by a hammer, and the fath- 
er was lying with his head almost 
shot off, by means of a shot gun in 
his own hands.

The Late T, A. Middleton, 

The subject of this sketch, whose 
demise took pluce early Thursday | 5 
July 12th, was born in County Fer-ain- 
agh, Ireland, in 1837, and came to | t 
Conada in 1842 with his parents ond 
Mr. and Mrs, Atchegon, who were des- 
tined to become bound to the young Jad 
in later years by closer ties than those 
of friendship. The Middleton family | c 
took up land in Clarke townsh D, where 
there were then only few setilers; 
the Atcheson family pushed on to Man- 
vers, and settlea near Lifford Hill, 
In time Mr. Middleton, sr., by unore- 
mitting industry and Pereyerance, 
triumphed over the trials and hard- 
shipe incident to Pioneer life and 
established a comfortable home.

AGED METHODIST MINISTER 

Passes Away at Kingston—Was at one 
Time Stationed at Lindsay-

Methodist minister in Canada, and 
probably the oldest minister in Am- 
erica, passed away at Kingston in the 
person of Rey. James Brock, who hnd 
fpeached the great age of 26 years.

20 years of age. He was ordained and 
entered the Methodist ministry in 1830, 
his first station being Perth In 1837 
and 1838 he was stationed at Ottawa, 
then called BytoWwn. Later he went 
to Gananoque, Quebec, Stanstead, St. 
John, Huntingdon, Ottawa, Brockville, 
Guelph.

Government haa seen no reason to 
depart from the principle which they 
had adopted in 1897. Although ob- 
fections had been taken by the mem- 
bers of the Opposition and the Op- 
position press against the sliding 
scale system of fixing bonuses ac- 
cording to the cost of “construction, 
and a desperate attempt has been 
made to mislead the public upon it, 
no good arguments had been offered 
to the system under which the sub- 
sidy might be increased to $6,400 per 
mile upon railways costing upwards 
of $15,000 per mile. 

He quoted from the Mak and Em- 
pire of yesterday an article which 
implied that subsidies ought never to 
have been granted, 7%. Blair stated 
with emphasis there was not the 
slightest justificatfon for the state- 
ment in that article that in every 
case the full subsidy of $6,400 would 
be paid. It was absolutely without 
foundation and was a deliberate mis- 
representation of facts. Mr. Blair 
produced a schedule of railways with 
which the Government haye entered 
into contracts to grant subsidies 
since coming *in'to power, forty-seyen 
in number, In respect of these forty- 
seyen contracts, only sixteen of these 
companies had been paid subsidies, 
and these had not, as had been stat-

Mr. Foster regretted that fhe Min- 
ister of Hauways had nét given the 
House some definite information with 
respect to the railways which it was 
proposed to subsidize. We called at- 
tention to the fact that fir Richard 
Cartwright, who had for many years 
objected to the granting of railway 
subsidies, had left the shamber as 
soon o5 Mr, Blair commenced his ex- 
planation. He also noticed that Mr, 
Mulock and Mr. McMullen had also 
retired from the chamber. Mr. Fos- 
ter went back to 1882, when the 
principle of subsidizing railways was 
first accepted, and a definite fixed 
rate of subsidy adopted except in 
case of oxtremely expensive work. 
Since tat date the MTiberal party 
had, he said, denounced the granting 
of railway subsidies. They had also 
denounced the practice of throwing 
millions of railway subsidies upon 
the table o few days before proroga- 
ifon, when it was impossible to dis- 
cuss the merits of the individual sub- 
sidies, but the Minister of Railways 
had not departed from the practice 
which they then denounced, 

Mr, Foster said that this wes the 
growing time, and the JAberal party 
hed grown out of any semblance of 
respect for its pledges and principles, 
ff he could go to the length of say- 
ing they ever had any principles. His 
object in quoting the speeches of the 
Liberals while in Opposition was to 
show the utter and absolutely polar 
contradiction of their work in office. 
The Conservatives were not opposed 
to railway subsidies as a whole, not 
opposed to necessary works in this 
mew country, but he thought the time 
had come, or had nearly come, when 
we could afford to let the capital of 
the country do its own work in re- 
ference to railways, unless in some 
large railhyays of a national char- 
acter that should be helped by the 
notion itself, but they were in favor 
| of some kind of judicious aid. 

Mr. McMullen said that ‘f the pres- 
ent Goyernnient had brought down 
their subsidies in the same way as 
the late Government he would vote 
against them, This Government had

After recess, Mr. Puttee, the La- 
bor M. P from Winnipeg, protested 
against granting railway subsidies 
on the ground that it was policy 
fraught with power not to benefit 
the provinces, but to benefit grafters 
in the shape of politicians, railway 
promoters and charter-mongers. He 
considered the time was ripe for a 
change of railway policy. He fay- 
ored Government ownership, or in de- 
fault of that more Goyernment con— 
trol over railways. 

Mr. Richardson of Lisgar wanted 
a halt ealled to the pranting of sub- 
} sidies. Already Canada had spent 
$198,000,000 to aid railways and 


given 40,000,000 acres of the best 
lands into the bargain. Canada had 
practically contributed enough to 


build the railways, and it was high 
time they owned them. The scheme 
had been tried elsewhere. The Aus- 
tralian colonies had spent £130,000- 
000 in building railways, and now 
owned them, and was not owned by 
| them. The result of such a s 
was to give better rates and 
service. He believed Canadians were 
rapidly coming to the concli 
; that it was time the old policy was 
shelved. He was opposed to the sys- 
tem of subsidizing railways in its 
entirety. . 


Mr. Wielding, 


Mr. Fielding snid the fallacy of Mr. 
Richardson's arguments was the as- 
sumption that the older Provinces are 
not {n need of additional railways 
He knew personally that in Nova 
Scotia and other Provinces there were 
large tracts of land without railway 
accommodation, which had as good 
right to have their wants supplied in 
this respect as those other portions 
Which had already obtained bonused 
railways. If hon. gentlemen coming 
from districts which have been grid- 
jroned with railways under the bonus 
System opposed the further bonusing 
of railways in less favored district 
they were acting under an entire 
; misconception of the conditions which 
Justify the continuation of the prac- 
tice. 

Mr. Rogers said the principle of 
bonusing had been abused, and it 
Was really time to call a check. Some 
Years ago circumstances were differ- 
ent, and it Was difficult to secure 
capital. for the construction of rail- 
Ways, but there is now plenty of it 
Seeking investment. ‘There were ren- 
sons why the system of bonusing 
Should not be continued, j.nd if there 
Was a change at all it should be 
along the line of providing some 
check upon the practice. The policy 
; which the Government had adopted 
‘was along that line, and St would be 
well to give that policy a fair trial 
before adopting drastic measures. He 
believed that some measure should 
be adopted along the fine of requiring 
repayment by the companies of fhe 
bonus given, and the Government had 
to some extent provided for this in 
requiring the companies to render 
service in return for the subsidy.

POWERS CANNOT GET THE NEWS 


European Officers Said to Bo Directing 
the Chinese Operations at Tien Tsin 
—The Chinese Trying to Surround 
the City—Offictal Despatch From 
Admiral Seymour — More 
Guns Arriving. 


London, July 12.—(4.10 a.m.)—A 
terrible veil of silence enshrouds Fe- 
kin, and there is nobody but believes 
the worst has happened. It is taken 
for granted that all the powers have 
exhausted every means to get direct 
news from the legations, and the fact 
that their efforts have been vain 
leayes but one interpretation. 

The Chinese representative in Ber- 
lin denies the statement that Li Hung 
Chang has sent to him a hopeful tele- 
gram. He says that, on the con- 
trary, no direct telegraph message 
has been recefved by him from Li 
Hung Chang for some time past. 

The dey’s news is again restricted 
to the usual crop of untrustworthy 
Shanghai rumors, the most serious of 
which, reported by the correspondent 
of The Express, is to the effect that 
Buropeans are directing the Chinese 
operations. 

‘The correspondent asserts that Cap- 
tain Bailey of H. M. S. Aurora dis- 
tinctly saw a man in European garb 
directing the Chinese military opera- 
tions outside of Tien Tsin. Foreign 
refugees from ‘Tien Tsin openly ac- 
cuse a Buropean official, whose name 
The Express correspondent suppresses 
and Col. Von Henneken, who was 
formerly employed to drill the Chi- 
nese troops, of being parties to a 
plot to procure the escape of Gen. 
Chang and themselves from Tien Tsin 
before the bombardment, lenving the 
other foreigners to their fate. 

Statements are in circulation in 
Shanghai accusing the Russtans of in- 
discriminate slaughter of friendly 
Chinese non-combatants, without re- 
gard to age or sex. 

The Shanghat correspondent of The 
Express gives the Tien Tsin advices 
to July 8, when the superior range 


of the Japanese artillery enabled

London, July 16, 6 a. m.—Confir- 
mation of the awful rumors in refer- 
ence to Pekin has now been received 
from Shanghai. Sheng, the direc- 
tor of telegraphs, obtained audience 
of the whole Consular body on Satur- 
day, and {informed them that on or 
about June 80 the foreigners in the 
British Legations were annihilated. 
The information had reached him 
from the Goyernor of Shantung. 


THE CHINESE KNEW 
What the Foreigners Were All Killed in 
Pekin a Week Ago. 


The Shanghal correspondent of The 
Dally Mail says: “I can assest positively 
that the Chinese authorities had the dread- 
ful news from Pekin a week age and that 
Sheng knew all the foreigners in Pekin 
were dead when he asked the American 
consul to cable Washington a proposal to 
deliver the forelgners in safety at ‘len 
‘J'sin om condition that the allles would 
suspend their operations to the North of 
Pekin.” 

‘whe correspondent adds certain details of 
affairs at Pekin after June 25. According 
to his story members of the Jlegations 
made dally sorties, sometimes by nlght 
and s0 successfully as to compel the 
Chinese to retreat from the immediate 
ylelnity. These reyerses had a dlsheart- 
ening effect on the Chinese, and there: 
goon began to, be open signs of-disamection;, 
conoweno Uy desertions’ to rrince ~Chig’s 
army, which was endeayoring to co-oper- 
ate with the besieged. Ultimately vriuce 
Tuan decided to make a night attack In 
three: powerful columns. 

“At 6 o'clock on the eyening of July 6,” 
soys the correspondent, ‘ire was opened 
with artillery upon the Jritish legation, 
where the forelgmers were concentrated. 
For two hours the walls were battered with 
sot and’ shell, and huge breaches were 
made in them. Then a general advance 
was ordered and the Chinese infantry, 
yolleyIng constantly, moyed toward the 
gaps. The fire of the deefnders, however, 
wns so aceurate and steady that hordes of 
Clilnese soldiers and Boxers broke and fied 
In the wlidest confusion, leaving large num- 
bers of dead and wounded around the lesa 
tlon. They coul@ not be rallled until they 
were out of rifle range of the forelgners. 

“Phen Prince Tuan, making a desperate 
appeal, Induced them to stand and return 
to the attack. Artillery fre was then Te- 
sumed and at the mfddle watch a second 
attack was attempted. But before the at- 
tackers could accomplish thelr object they 
were met by Prince Ching and Gen. Wen 
Win Shao with their troops, who were £0- 
ing to the ald of the forelgners. A de- 
sporate battle ensued between the yarlous 
farces of Chinese and Manchus- 

“Unfortunately many of Prince Ching’s 
troops deserted to Prince Tuan. Prince 
Ching fell and was supposed to haye been 
killed, but ns the search for his body was 
unsuccessful {it Is now belleyed he was 
only wounded and carried off and secreted 
by his falthful retainers. 

“Gen. Wen Win Shao, altho grey hair 
ed and 70 years old, vallantly led hfs troops 
In person. He was Killed and bis force, 
which was completely outnumbered, was 
routed. 

*Thruout the night 
were made on tte legation, but these 
were Invariably repulsed, with heavy 
losses. Toward the end of the third watcn, 
about 5 a,m., the allies had practically de- 
feated the beslegers; who were wayerlig 
and gradually withdrawing. But just then 
Gon. Tung Fuh Siang arriyed from the 
yic'nity of Tien sin, with a large force. 
By this time the walls of the legation 
lind been battered down, and most of the 
bulldings were {n ruins. Many of the 
nilies had fallen at thelr posts, and the 
small band that was left took refuge in 
the wrecked bulldings, which they endeay- 
ored hastily to fortify, 

“Upon the fire of the Chinese, artillery 
was directed. Towards sunrise it was evi- 
dent that the ammunition of the allies 
Was running out, and nt 7 o'clock, as the 
advances of the Chinese foree falled to 
draw a response, a rush was determined 
upon. 

“Thus, standing together, ns the sun 
rose, the little remaining band of Huro- 
peans met death, stubbornly. There was

Terrible Account of the Last Days of the 
Foreigners in the City of 


Tekin. 
London, July 16.—The Shanghal  cor- 
respont of The Express, on the alleged

Minister of Militia’s Son Killed 
in Battle Near Pretoria.

Ottawa, July 18—When o hero 
dies the whole country mourns. An- 
other name was yesterday added to 
the long list of Canadian heroes kill- 
ed in South Africa. A gloom fell up= 
on tho House of Commons, a shadow 
will fall upon Nova Scotia, and at 
least one home is made disconsolate. 
At 5 o'clock Hon. Dr. Borden sat 
in the Houso of Commons chatting 
genially with Hon, Charles Fitzpat- 
rick, A few minutes later ho was 
called out of the Chamber to hear 
the saddest news that a father can 
hear. 

The Sad Message. 

At half past four yesterday after- 
noon’ His Excellency, Lord Minto, re- 
ceived the following cablegram: 

“Pretoria, July 17, 1900.—Re- 
gret to inform Hon. Dr. Borden that 
his son was killed in action yester- 
day. (Signed) Roberts.” 

The message was sent to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier with the request that 
he should break the news to his Min- 
ister. 

Broke the Sad Nows. 

Sir Wilfrid hurriedly left the House 
when the cable was handed to him, 
and in his privatesoffice, with Col. 
Pineault and Col. Macdonald, Sir 
Wilirid feeling told Dr. Borden of 
his great sorrow. 

The doctor was overcome and was 
taken to his home by Col. Pineault. 

In the corridors of the House the 
news was received with more than 
ordinary melancholy, many a mes- 
sage of sympathy was sent to the 
Minister, while on every hand words 
of condolence were uttered. 

The late Lieut. H. L. Borden was 
23 years of age and the only son of 
Hon. Dr. Borden, Minister of Militia. 
He was a third year student in 
medicine at McGill University, and 
had he become a doctor would have 
been the fourth physician in a direct 
line. He had been several years in 
the militia, being at the time of his 
enlistment in the second contingent, 
mafor of King’s County Hussars, N. 
S. In the second contingent he was 
lieutenant of the fourth troop of B 
Squadron and an efficient officer. 

A Fayorlte In Nova Seotin. 

The deceased was a great favorite 
in Nova Scotia. He received his ear- 
ly education in Mount Allison Col- 
lege and Sackville University, took 
an active part in athletics and was 
known all over the province. 

He was one of the handsomest men 
who went out with the second con- 
tingent. He stood six feet thres 
inches, and weighed 198 lbs. The 
deceased sisters are spending their, 
vacation at Canning, N. 8. 

Dr. Borden and Mrs. Borden leave 
for Canning this morning. 

Was Thomas Mackio Wounded? 

It was rumored yesterday after- 
moon that the son of Thomas Mac- 
kie, M. P., had been wounded in the 
same fight as Lieut.

Gen, Broadwood Enters Upon oa Long

London, July 24.—Generol DeWet 
has again sucteeded in cutting Lord 
Roberts’ communications, and has 
captured 100 of the Highlanders. The 
story of the Jederal commander's 
bold raid comes in the form of a 
telegram from General Forestier- 
Walker, dated at Cape Town, Sun- 
day, July forwarding a despatch 
from General Knox, as follows: 

“Kroonstad, July 22,—Following 
from Broadwood, sent by despatch 
rider to Honingspruit, wired thence 
to Kroonstad: 

“Wave followed commando since 
July 16. Ward, sharp fighting at 
Palnicfontein, July 19. "Prevented 
from pursuing laager by darkness. 
Eight dead Boers found. Our cas- 
ualties, 5 killed and 76 wounded. 
Reach Vaalkrantz to-day. Enemy 
doubled back through Paardekraal in 
darkness. Shall march to-morrow to 
Roodevaal station. Send supplies for 
3,000 men and horses, also any news 
of the enemy's movements. I believe 
the commando consists of 2,000 men 
and four guns, and is accompanied by 
President Steyn and both DeWets.” 

General Knox continues 

“The wire and main lines of the rail- 
way north of Honingspruit have 
been cut, gnd also the telegraph to 
Pretoria via Potchefstroom. Ac- 
cording to my information DeWet 
has crossed the railway and is going 
north.’’ 

General Kelly-Kenny 
from Bloemfontein, 
Sunday, July 22: 

“The railway has been cut north 
of Honingspruit, and a supply train 
and 100 Highlanders captured by the 
enemy. A report was received this 
morning that a large force of tho 
enemy is moving on Honingspruit. 
All communication with Pretoria is 
cut off. The Second and third Cay- 
alry Brigades are following the ene- 
my.’’ 

Only the scantiest news is allowed 
to come through. Apparently when 
nightfall stopped the engagement 
with Col. Broadwood, Gen, Dewet’s 
forces divided into small parties, one 
of which cut the railway and cap- 
tured the Highlanders, the Boérs af- 
terwards reuniting at Rhenoster 
River. The latest advices from Pre 
toria announce {hit “en.

Fumsu, July 22.—The Coomassie 
rellef column has just arrived here 
from Coomassie, where it left July 
17, bringing the old garrison—about 
20 fairly fit men, 70 broken-down in- 
valids and some women and children 
in a pitiful condition. , G 

The success of Col. Willcocks was 
due to his choice of a route not sus- 
pected by the Ashantees, who had 
concentrated in thousands along tHe 
eastern route, but in much smaller 
numbers along the western route via 
Pic which Col, Willcocks adopted. 

Ey as it was, the Ashantees were 
activ ond the roads knee-deep in 
mud. Col. Wilcocks took a couple of 
villages by bayonet charges. Beyond 
Kwanda he found the tribesmen in a 
strong position behind stockades. It 
was a large War cainp with the com- 
mander of the Ashantee army esti- 
mated at 4,000 men. 

After a heavy fire on both sides for 
nearly an hour, Col. Willcocks ordered 
a bayonet charge, and the troops 
rushed the thick bush, cheering vigor- 
ously. 

The Ashuntees did not wait for the 
bayonet, but fled in confusion. 


Casnalties Not Heavy. 


The casualties to Col. Wilcocks 
were two officers wounded, two na- 
tives killed and 17 wounded. % 

On finding Coomassie in such a ter- 
rible condition, Col. Willcocks, after 
citting bush and burning the bodies, 
placed the whole force upon half ra- 
tions, an arrangement cheerfully 
borne. 

No opposition was met upon the re- 
turn journey.

G.T.R. Fireman Powley’s Awfully Sudden 
- Death at Niagara Falls, 


Niagara Falls, Ont, July 18.—Willlam 
Powley, locomotive fireman, G.T.R. y2:23 
here, left his yegetable gurden, where he 
had been working, and went Into the 
Canadian branch of the Carborundum 
works, situated on Ruttery-ayenue, north 
of the G.T-R. yards, to get a drink of 
water at 2.45 o'clock this afternoon, He 
entered the works in the main building 
after getting his drink. He passed out 
tliru the rurnace room, where two men, 
James Coppin and Charles Hatt,were busy 
attending to the furnaces. Powley Btopped 
to speak to Hatt, whom he was acquaijnt- 
ed with. In doing so he placed his hand 
on a wooden bracket shelf, on which sat 
the metallic yat holding the water rheo- 
stat. 

No sooner did Powley place his hand on 
the shelf than the 2200 yolt current drew 
bim up close and killed him instantly. 
The men heard him cry “Ob,” and ran 
to his assistance, Coppin grabbed hold of 
Powley and was knocked out of the door, 
Hatt tried to shoye him off, but was 
knocked against the wall. They grabbed 
a wood-handled spade and pried him off. 

The men say Powley was less than & 
minute in contact with the current, and 
was limp when released. and just broatb- 
ng. Dr> kellow was felepffoned for and 
arriyed within 10 minutes, but life was 
extinct. The men worked hard to resos- 
citate the man, but to no avall. The hand 
that came ip contact with the current was 
badly roasted on the finger tips and palm,

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THE PUBLIC HEALTH. : 

We have received a communication 

in reference to board of health mat- 
ters from a citizen who neglected to 
append his name for publication, 
hence we are unable to give it space. 
‘At the game lime we agree with many: 
of the points advanced. 
“Tt must be evident to every citizen 
that ihe members of the board of 
health have been neglecting their 
duty of late—in fact they must have 
gone ont of business, as we have not 
teard of a meeting being held for 
months. As a result the Medical 
Health Officer and Sanitary Inspec- 
{or have not been able to submit re- 
ports, and might be pardoned for be- 
coming a trifle careless. 

This inaction is not due to lack of 
business — unfortunately the public 
health is not as good as it might be, 
and it cannot be denied thal the pre- 
yalence of scarlet fever is due to gross 
carelessness. Our correspondent re- 
fers to several instances where pla- 
cards were not put up at all, lo others 
where the cards were removed inside 
of twenty-four hours, and gives the 
names of children who were permit- 
ted to mix with companions before re- 
covery wis complete. 

Some medical men! are conscientious 
—oihers unfortunately are not, hence 
the danger to the public at large, The 
poor man’s house is placarded every, 
time—the others only sometimes. {[he 
hoard of health shouid wake up and 
give this matter of placarding their 
careful attention. There should not 
be one law for the rich and another 
for the poor in health matters. 

Another thing—if we have to depend 
upon-our medical men to report in- 
fectious cases, then we are engaged in 
avisky business—they simply won't-do 
il, and the MO. apparently does

Sir,— When the Mhnita left the town 
wharf at 3.30 Tuesday afternoon the 
cbstructions in the channel -commenc- 
ed just after passing. the Wellington- 
st. bridge, and were so ser-ous that, 
cleverly handled as she was by Capt.

It would ba interesting to know 
what righte the mill-men hase to ob- 
struct the channel. I yenture to 
state that they have no rights what- 
ever.” They have no more right to 
obstruct the channel than a farmer 
has to stand with a load of hay or 
a threshing machine and tender on 
Keni-st. If the mill-men require ad- 
ditional water-room or space {o carry 
on log-cutting, operntions, they must 

de it, There is now ample room

The wants 
of Minitoba people are greater thin 
in preyious years, and apart from the 
wheat crop, the purchasing power of 
the people is greater. Miany new set- 
tlers have gone into the province with 
money, nnd the various enterprises put 
in operation will do much towards off- 
seiting the reduced yield of wheat. 
According to the first report of the 
Department of Agriculture of Mani- 
toba on the crops last month, the to- 
tal wheat acreage was 1,806,215, an in- 
crease of 176,220 acres. Allowing for 
jen to twelye bushels per acre for 
this increase, the yield would be oven 
2;000,000 to be added to last year’s crop- 
One of the districts showing a large 
increase th’s year was the eastern dis- 
trict of the province, the increase there 
being over 50,000 acres. . The crop 
damage in that part of Manitopa was 
less serious than in the south-west 
and south-central, and the yieid there 
may be well up to the average. In the 
North-west Territories there hasbeen’ 
a large increase in the acreage over 
last year. ‘The crop there has suffer— 
ed but little from drought, and the 
increased production and adyanced 
price could considerably offset the re- 
duced yield in Manitoba. It is rather 
too early to ma calculations, but a 
rough esiimate es the farmers of 
ths pmirie province about tyo-thirds 
tha cash receipts for wheal last year, 
assuming that they only reap “half a 
crop,” or half the yield from the same 
abreage as last year.

Salisfactony report submitted at 


. the special committee appointed at (he 


January session to visit various Houses 
of Refuge in the province. The con- 
census of proof is so overwhelmingly in 
favor of such institutions, both on the 
“score of humanity and also economy. 
We give the report in full: © 

Gentlemen,—The questioh of the 
erection of a House of Refuge for the 
County of Victoria has been consid- 
ered by the County Council at yari- 
ous times for over ten years. 

In the year 1890 a committee was 
appointed to make enquiries and re- 
port. A comprehensive “report was 
Prepared and presented to the Coun- 
cil. The conclusions were fayorable to 

the establishment of an institution 
for the care of the destitute poor, but 
Gwing chiefly to the fact that a de- 
benture debt of the County had not 
tatured and been paid no steps were 
taken towards giving effect to the con- 
viction which was somewhat strongly 
Testing on the minds of (he menwers of 
the Council at the time. 

Mhe Grand Juries at yarious Courts 
during the period intervening between 

the years 1890 and 1898 referred tothe 
subject, and all their deliverances gave 
emphasis to the opinion that neces- 
sity éxisted in relation to the class 
of “people Whose circumstances were 
being discussed that could only be met 
by provision for their maintenance be- 
ing made in a County institution. 

A reference ‘to the subjeet was made 
‘by the Warden in an address to (he 
County Council at the Noyember ses- 
sion of the year 1898. The Warden 
referred to his aliendance, wilhothers 
tepresenting the Council, at a meet- 
ing of the Ginndian’ Conference of 
Chariti and Corrections, and folloy- 
ing the general meeting, a conference 
of representatives from Counties, and 
stated) his conclusions in these terms; 
“That a House of Refuge, 
rly situated with ~ suitable 
ises and land, provides the 
“most efficient and most economical 
“method of caring, for the destitute 
“class who cannot cara for them- 
Selves. 

2. “That the Counties which haye 
“established such institulions are 
“satisfied they have done wisely. 

3, “That Counties which haye not 
“yet made such provision find it ay 
“question pressing, urgently for 
“solution. In  vieny, of the inforina- 
tion obtained at the Conference, 
‘ind considering in (he sunie connec- 

“tion the report of the special com- 

“mittee of the Council who visit- 

“ed a number of Houses of Refuge in

“mittee discharged its duties. (Dhe 

“additional eight years’ experience of

At the same gession of the Couneil 
depulalions from the Board of the 
Home for the Aged in the town of 
Lindsay, and from the Women's 
Christian Demperance Union, appear- 
ed before the council and urged in 
earnest terms the necessily for the 
establishment of a House of Refuge. 

{be Council, after giving full con- 
sideration to the subject thus brought 
50 specially to their attention, decid- 
ed the time; had come for making the 
question of the estublishment of a 
Ticuse of Refuge an active one for 
the consideration of the electors and 
their representatives, and that a vote 
on the question should be taken at the 
then ensuing municipal elections. 
{Under the direction of the Council a 
pamphlet was prepared containing in- 
formation for the electors, and a coy 
of the pamphlet was mailed to every 
muni¢ipal elector in the County. 

As the Council had directed, a vole 
was taken at the elections held in 
January, 1899. The result in the whola 
edanty showed a small majority in the 
affirmative, but looking at the vote 
by municipalities and County Coun- 


eil divisions, such striking inequality 
of opinion was exhibited that tho 
Council deemed: it inadvisable to tale 
| steps to effect to the mind of 
{He majority. i 

Whilst respecting the views of the 
committee of the Council of 139), yeb 
considering the number of years that 
hus since elapsed, the fact that the 
personnel of the Gounsil hos wholly 
changed, with one exception, and {that 
fen years of experience in (he man- 
sment of Houses of Refuge las 
probably led to the atlainment of much 
ndditional knowledge by the councils 
Who lave been charged with the duty 
of providing for the eare of the desti- 
jute ina systematic manner, the coun- 
cil deeided the January session of 
the present year to vist two or more 
institutions. . 

In accordance with! thts desision ar- 
tangements wero made for sesiag the 
Houses of Refuge in the Counties of 
Waterloo, Wellington, Lincoln and 
York, located respectively at Berlin, 
Dergas, St. Catharines 4nd Newmar- 
t. The our was commenced on 
Tuesday, Murch 6th, and nine membens 
and the Treasurer were ablo to attend: 
Owing too prevailing snow-storm and 
the consequent derangement of rail- 
Ww traffic the purpose to visit Ber- 
lin had to be given up, and the next 
place in order was reached at the time 
eppointed. 

Tiieamenbors reached Guelph, the 
county town of Wellington, on Tues- 
doy night, and proceeiled to Pergus 
(thirteen miles distant), near which 
to\yn the Refuge ts situated, on Wed- 
nesday morning. They were met by 
the committee in chinge, the County 
Clerk, who is inspector, and the 
physician. Q@he building occupies a 
prominent site facing in a souther- 
ly direction on a farm containing 58 
acres, with a Guy oa a et 

ildi. is substantial in appearance, 
ee ground floor and first 
floor. Being erected on a slope with 
constructed of stone, and consists of 
a, decided incline! the basement is well 
above ground in front and contains 
the kitchen and dining-rooms. ‘There 
is a separate building, also of stone, 
wwhich is used. for the housing of sev- 
eral inmates and for laundry, ete. The 
other outbuildings are, such as would 
The warming and ventilation have 
be found onl any fairly equipped! farm. 
been a serious problem, and the pre- 
sent system is the third that bas 
been installed, It is considered excell- 
ent and consists of hol water radiators 
for warming and iron flues for ventila- 
tion. [The latter would have bean 
more satisfactory if built in the walls, 
but a feature of all public institu- 
tions thal is now considered to he of 
Prime importance wus to a large extent 
oyerlooked twenty years ago. The 
farm~steck consists of one team of 
horses, a driving horse, five or six 
cows and eight pigs. The latter are 
raised o supply meat for the inmates 
and for sale. Qhere is a good orchard, 
which is profitablq on account of gales, 
esides supplying the house. Prefer- 
ence is given, fo raising strajyberries. 
The Keeper and Matron are man and 
wife, and receive together $600 per 
annum, besides maintenance, ‘There 
aré, besides, 2 farm laborer, three fe- 
male servants and & woman who does 
the sewing. All the clothing for the 
inmates is. made on premises. 
‘There were about one hundred per- 
sous in the Refuge; the average is 
from eighty to ninety. Inmates who

The 
House of Refuge was established he- 
cause the destitute aged and infirm 
could be better cared for at no great= 
em cost thin locally, but the County 
was moyed. chiefly by ‘hunune 
tonsidermtions. There is now, not 
muck local expense, and if is only 
tempomry. Instances were mention- 
ed of populous townships in which ‘the 
amount expended locally runs from 
$25 to $50 per annum. (Before insti- 
tuting the house enquiry was made of 
Mmunic'palities as to number of per- 
sons maintained by charity, and it 
was found that! there were avout one 
hundred, at an anunal cost of $6,008), 
about the same numer as is maininin-

The members reached St. Catharines 
on Wednesday night, and visited the 
House of Refuge on Thursday fore- 
moon: (Lhey were received by the 
Gbhairman of the committee, who, in 
the County off Lincoln, is also Inspec- 
ter, and afterwards, they had an in- 
terview with the County Clerk and 
County Treasurer, in. which the gen- 
(leman- who was chairman and inspec- 
tor in 1899 joined them. ‘This institu- 
tion was visited by the committee in 
1690 and, therefore, fewer details are 
mecessairy. Thére were fifty mmates, 
thirty-six men and fourteen women, 
The number of inmates is increasing 
slowly.

Council Having Neglected to Provide 
for the Cost of Extending the Mains, 
he may Sue the Corporation—The

Nhe first actual business meeting 
of the Board of Whterwirks Comm’s- 
sioners was held on Monday  afler- 
noon at 4o'clock in Mir.

Chairman Flavelle pointed out that 
last year’s council, in entering into 
an agreement with Mr. Beal, had 
promised to provide fire protection 
for his Suildings, but had delayed 
taking action until loo late in the 
season. No provision had Seen made 
by this year’s council to go ahead 
with the extension, and he (Bjavelle) 
had been led to believe that Mayor 
Smyth and eome members of the coun- 
cil had given Mr, Beal to onderstand 
that the Commissioners were at 
fault. That was not the case—the 
Board of Commissioners had not ev- 
en been informed of the matter in 
an official way. He (Mir. Flavelle) 
was of the opinion that while the 
hoard undoubtedly possessed the pow- 
ex to put in services for reyenue-pro- 
ducing purposes, they had no auth- 
ority to expend a dollar in exten- 
sions for any other purpose until or- 
dered to do so by the council.

awaiting United South Africa under 
\ the beneficent sway of the Queen's 
| sceptre.

SOLVING THE MYSTERY, 


George Renison, Just Back From Hud- 
son’s Bay, Brings Confirmation of 
Androe's Walloon Story. 


Winnipeg, July 20.—George Rent- 
| 800, who has arrived at Port Arthur 
from Hudson Bay, brings news con- 
firming the report of a balloon hay- 
ing been wrecked and three men hay- 
ing lost thelr lives in Ungava, on the 
, east coast of Hudson Bay, and sup- 
posed to be the remains of the miss- 
ing Andree expedition. The story 
Was carried by Indian hunters to 
Fort George, on the northeast const 
of James Bay, thence by the same 
band to York Factory, whence. in 
; turn it was carried to Mooso Fao- 
| tory. Here Mr. George Renison was 
paying a visit to his brother, and 
two days after the arrival of the 
‘Indians, June 25, he left Moose Fac- 
tory, and has just arrived at Port 
Arthur, 

He says the Indians, when a con- 
siderable distance north of» Fort 
George, came upon a sight unusual to 
them. Two mon dead and one badly 
{njured lay beside the wreck of a bal- 
loon. They gathered around the in 
jured man, who evidently was in 
great agony. Tho Indians could not 
understand the language used by the 
man, but by the signs he. reauested 
them to kill him; wlifch they did on 
the spot where hoe lay. When they 
arrived at Port George and again at 
Moose Wactory they related tho Incl- 
dent, describing the balloon and car, 
a thing which they had never before 
seen. 

When Mr, Renison left Mooso Wac- 
tory the Hudson Bay officials at that 
point were arranging to hinve a party 
of Indians repair to the scene of tho 
wrecked balloon and bring in papers 
and such other articles as may be 
found and are capable of being trans-
